WASHINGTON, Oct. 16—(4)—The Army, Navy and Marines 
announced Monday that enlisted reservists with four or more 
dependents who have been called to active duty may apply for 
discharge immediately. 

The action was taken because existing law provides a family 
allowance for only three depéndents. 

The Army's announcement said the new policy of releasing 
men with four or more dependents will not apply to enlisted 
men who were inducted with units of the Organized Reserve 
Corps or to the National Guard. 

The Army policy also does not apply to personnel on active 
duty overseas.

' These are among the considerations be- 
hind the report of yesterday that President 
Truman and Gen. MacArthur agreed to 
transfer American military forces from 
Korea to Western Europe as soon as pos- 
sible. 

If the report is true—and it is a logical 
one—it does not mean that Mr. Truman 
has determined to abandon the Far East. 
It is more probable that he believes the 
United Nations, with the new strength it 
has acquired since Korea, soon will be in 
position to enforce the peace in that por- 
tion of the world. It is placing great hope 
in the seven-nation proposal now before 
the UN for dealing with aggression. 

It would be to this country’s advantage 
for the UN to take over the job of main- 
taining order in the Orient. Asians look 
upon all white men with suspicion. They 
suspect us, partly because of Communist 
propaganda, as being imperialists. They

Houston County could collect $33,000 in 
taxes if the owners of automotive vehicles 
valued at $750,000 and not on the digest 
would pay up. 

So the Houston commissioners are get- 
ting tough with an ultimatum that unless 
the owners of these cars and trucks get 
right with the tax collector by Nov. 1, the 
property will be advertised and sold for 
taxes. 

The delinquents have been notified by 
letter and by newspaper advertising, but 
Tax Collector Florine Rainey says they 
don't seem to take the warning seriously 
and have been slow to respond. 

The Houston situation is not an isolated 
case. Nearly every county in Georgia has 
the same trouble in collecting taxes on 
automobiles. 

One possible remedy is a State law re- 
quiring proof of tax payment in order to 
get an annual license tag.

The Experts 
Risk Their Necks 


WASHINGTON—Undaunted by the fiasco of 
their 1948 miscalculations, the so-called political 
experts of the Washington journalistic corps are 

sticking their necks out again. This time, however, they have 
resumed the habit of predicting a Democratic victory in the com- 
ing November elections, whereas two years ago the group was 
unanimous in naming Governor Thomas E. Dewey as the favorite 
to win over President Truman. 


Each election year Newsweek magazine takes a poll of 50 
selected Washington correspondents, mostly veterans of the capital 
political scene. They are asked to set down the party which 
seems more likely to win, giving the estimated division of strength 
between Democrats and Republicans in both houses of Congress. 


Results of the latest poll conducted by News- 
In Agreement week show that the correspondents are pretty 
much in agreement on the score that the Democrats stand to retain 
control of the House and Senate. Only eight out of the 50 were 
willing to predict that the GOP will capture the House, while 
even a lesser number, six, foresaw a Republican victory in the 
Senate, with three others predicting a 48-48 tie. 


The news writers were unanimous on only one score. That 
was that the Democrats, with their present majority of 89, will 
make no gains in the House. One, however, predicted a two-seat 
gain for the party in the Senate. 


The average of the 50 guesses gives the Democrats 232 mem- 
bers of the new House to be elected in November, against the 
262 held in the present Congress, or a gain of 31 seats for the 
Republicans. The same average for the Senate gives the Demo- 
crats 50 seats in the next session, contrasted with their present 
54. Republicans now have 42 Senators. 


Historically it is almost always true that the party in power 
loses strength in off-year elections when no presidential contest 
is involved. About the only exception in recent times was in 
1934, when the Democrats made modest gains in the House. In 
all other off-year elections since then the Democrats have con- 
sistently lost ground and in one year, 1946, they actually lost 
control of both houses. 


: If the poll had been taken a month earlier it 
Looking Up probably would have shown a different result. 
Then the Republicans seemed to be making headway in their cam- 
paign to raise a live issue over the setback of our military forces 
in the Korean War. Some were optimistic enough to believe 
the GOP had a good chance to capture control of both houses. 
But since then American and United Nations forces have won a 
striking victory and it now looks as though the whole Korean 
mess will be cleaned up before election time. This is bound to 
have some effect on the election, observers believe. 


As a part of its poll Newsweek asked the correspondents to 
put down the factors which will play the biggest part in swing- 
ing the election. It is interesting to note that half of the group 
gave top priority to full employment at good wages and the gen- 
eral prosperity as the things that will be thost beneficial to the 
Democrats. Nine credit our military successes in Korea as the 
prime factor favoring the Democrats. Others gave top billing 
to labor’s distrust of the GOP and labor electioneering. 


The chief factors helpful to the Republicans were listed as 
(1) a belief in Democratic incompetence, (2) the desire for a 
change, and (3) charges of Communism in Government.

Some Doubt correspondents in 1948 (of which this writer 
was one), there are grounds to douht their qualifications for the 
role of political experts. Newsweek could have been excised 
if it had dropped the entire panel and chosen a new group. But 
then about everybody was wrong on that election and the una- 
nimity among the news gatherers seemed to reflect the sentiment 
of most everyone except the people. 


This time the correspondents had better be right or they will 
be about as repudiated a lot as some of the poll-takers and those 
pseudo economists who have been predicting a major depression 
ever since the war ended. Next month will tell the tale.

The Pot and the Kettle? 


NEW YORK—Averell Harriman, who is as much to blame as

At the Cleveland convention in 1938, Green 
said: “I come here as merely symbolic of this 
great American Federation ‘of Labor, conveying 
to you in this simple way the fraternal greetings 
of that great movement and I am bringing you 
the assurance of the undivided support and as- 
sistance of that great, strong, invincible American 
labor movement, Your great president (gangster, 
thief and underworld racketeer George Browne), 
a man whom I hold in high regard, has served 
you so faithfully and so well that I think I should 
say to you that he is a member of the executive 
council of the American Federation of Labor. He 
is held in high regard and high esteem by all 
his 17 or 18 colleagues of the council. We love 
him and hope he will be permitted to serve you 
as well as serving as a member of the executive 


,council for many, many more years to come.” 


That qualifies Green fer you and puts inte 
moral proportion and perspective the gang 
before whom Harriman appeared as an ap- 
propriate spokesman of the administration of 
the most distinguished alumnus of the Pen- 
dergast gang of Kansas City. 


Now let us get to Harriman. In the presence 
of this mob he attacked Sen. Robert A. Taft, of 
Ohio, now a candidate for re-election, blaming 
him and the Republican Party for the ghastly 
plight of the United States in the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt memorial war in Korea. The A. F. of 
L,. is backing Taft’s opponent because Taft wrote 
and forced through the law which has at least 
diminished the brutal powers of the dirty crooks 
who have the effrontery to call themselves rep- 
resentatives of the American working people.

In reply a short time later, Senator Taft ob-

“Harriman, himself, is a strange choice,” said 
Senator Taft, “because he was one of the prin- 
cipal authors of the Yalta agreement. He had 
been a very strenuous promoter of Lend-Lease 
to Russia. He probably dished out 10 or 12 


billions without requiring the slightest guar- 
antee of any kind as to Russian behavior after 
the war. At Yalta he was as much in charge as 
anybody except Hopkins. Hopkins and Harri 
man really ran the Yalta conference. Alger 
Hiss was there and Harriman and Hopkins ad- 
vised Roosevelt and they made the agreement 
which brought about the present situation. They 
actually put Russia in full control of Central 
Europe. 


“We didn't even reserve the right of way 
te get inte our own sone in Berlin. We simply 
let Russia write the ticket, not only in Europe, 
but in the Far East, 


“In Manchuria, we gave Russia the positien 
which was contrary to the whole foreign policy 
of the United States—the open door to China for 
the last 50 years. We put them into control where 
the Japanese had been. We went to war with 
Japan to get the Japanese out of Manchuria, 
Yet, without even telling the American people 
or Chiang Kai-shek, we gave away the most 
important industrial province of China. Those 
were the agreements that Mr. Harriman made, se 
it comes in a strange grace from him to attack 
anything I may have said on foreign policy.”

But Responsibility

until they had finished. 


“Gentlemen,” she told them firmly, “I must refuse. I have 

headed my last ‘Women's Division.’ I will help you in every way 

_ possible, but not on a segregated basis. I have learned that only 

after all plams are made do you seek a woman to stir up ‘hun- 

dreds of volunteers and do the grass roots job.’ If it is worthy to 
be done at all, itis worthy to be planned in an overall way.” 


The lady ended up on the board of directors. 


As one whe has worked many a year, I am sick te death of 
the mewing cry for “equal rights,” and rejoiced this week te 
read that the Business and Professional Women here are cele- 
brating Business Women’s Week with the declaration not te 
stress “rights” but “responsibility.” 


| To be sure, there are limitations upon women, some of them 
, natural, some of them legal, some of them stemming from prej- 
| udicial public opinion. But the appeal for equality because it is 
| one’s “right” is offensive and deprecating to all womankind, which 
has ever had to face as human beings whatever came of joy or 
sorrow as part of the burden or reward of life. 


Though this too is changing, suecessful business women will 
tell you that the greatest barriers to their climb have not been 
the men with whom they have worked, but the other women of 
their acquaintance. The personal approach, the same intimacy 
that makes human beings notice’a bad man driver and comment, 
“Look at the fool man,” and observe a bad female chauffeur 
| with the all-inclusive “a typical woman driver!” has handicapped 
| women in work. Their girl friends are too apt to note their hair- 

do, their cold attitudes, their way of wearing costume jewelry, 
their striding walk, and judge them thereby rather than evaluat- 
ing their facility as workers. 
More and more women are working every year, almost all of 
| them through necessity. Statistics show that millions of married 
| women, many of them mothers, join the payroll brigade every 
year even in peacetime, and the moment the word “mobilization” 
comes into use, there are special pleas for their help. 

Organized business women know this and understand that 
special legislation should be passed to protect the children of the 
women who are drawn to the labor marts. 

Presently there is a movement to reactivate the wartime 
nursery schools that were set up to take care_of the children of 
working mothers, and to extend this service to include after-school 
supervised care and play for those youngsters who have passed 
beyond the cradle and play-pen age. 

Locally, the Business and Professional Women’s Clubs this 
week will hear Dr. Louise Young, a Washington historian d 
author whose handbook “Understanding Politics, a Practical Guide 
for Women” is exactly what its title implies, and the next day 
they will attend the lecture here of Sylvia Porter, nationally 
known financial columnist, when she speaks of women and money.

Peace Keyed to Food, 
Expert’ Tells Editors 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 


NEW YORK: One of the 
highlights of the Newspaper 
Food Editors conference is the 
annual round-up report which 
Dr. C. G. King gives on the 
work of the Nutrition Founda- 
tion. The foundation is “sup- 
ported by the food industry to 
further university and medical 
research in the basic aspects of 
nutrition. 

“Certainly among the great- 
est gains in protecting public 
health, one can point to en- 
riched bread, frozen concen- 
trated orange juice, iodized salt, 
vitamin D milk, frozen green 
vegetables, superior canned 


efoods, prepared cereals and a 


selection of fruits and melons 
that would “make any healthy 
person’s mouth water,” said Dr. 
King. “Fresh, washed and 
packaged produce from garden 
and orchard is also reaching 
the consumer in more attrac- 
tive and more healthful forms.” 

Dr. King’s belief in the re- 
sults and importance of con- 
tinuing nutrition studies is 
grounded in his intense desire 
for world peace. 

Few students of recent world 
history will challenge the 
viewpoint that food is a basic 
factor in the struggle te win 
and preserve world peace. 
Reaching beyond immediate 
success in arms and in councils 
of state, is the provision of ade- 
quote food to prevent mass 
hunger and to protect a high 
level of human health. No less- 
er goal offers hope of a world 
without war. And no other 
pathway can be substituted for 
this elementary human need. To 
be sure, “Man does not live by 
bread alone,” but neither does 
society remain organized and 
effective when there is no 
bread. 

Nutrition is a science that 
reaches from studies of soil nu- 
trients essential to plant crops 
and animal feeds, up through 
the problems of food technol- 
Ogy, merchandising practices, 
education of the consumer, and 
finally into the intricate areas 
of scientific medicine. 


Exploratory research makes a
